One. of the features of the cultural 
life of Jerusalem “has béen the series 
of lectures on archaeological and 
Biblical subjects conducted by the 
French School of Archaeology. Among 
the oujstanding lectures of thie sea« 
son just closed were those of Father 
Dhorme, the head of the school, on 
the excavations in Ur of the Chal- 
dees, and those of M, Neuville, the 
French Vice Consul in Jerusalem. 
The talk of M. Neuville concerned 
his excavations in a prehistoric cave 
near the traditional site of the Cave 
of Adullam. 
M. Neuville found one of the most 
important prehistoric settlements yet 
discovered in Palestine. The lowest 
layer of human deposit on the floor 
of this cave contained remains at 
least as old as the most ancient 
human deposits yet found in Europe, 
and are believed to date back more 
than 3,000 years. That there were 
cavemen in Palestine at such a re- 
mote date is a discovery that is 
entirely new, and may be an indica- 
tion of the Asiatic origin of man. 
The lectures in Jerusalem are given 
in the Dominican monastety founded 
by the famous Father La Grange, who 
is still the head. Now considered 
one of the most significant centres 
ef archaeological research. in the 
world, the first work there was car- 
ried on in an’ abandoned slaughter 
house back in 1882. The difficulty 
of not possessing a library was over- 
come by Dr. La Grange and his asso- 
clates by writing their own books.
